Canadian Schools 



Eoiroa of thi: Journal:— 

I have read with great in: 
Mr. Shilton's ai tiele entitled "The 
Canadian Deaf , "published in\our 
issue of the DSAF MtTKs' JOURNAL 

of August J 1st. He has made 
several errors regarding the 

times and I should like to correct 
them. He says that Halifax and 

ricton have the only [{astern 
deaf schools. Thelattei was closed 
about twenty-eight years ago and 
shortlv aferwarda a new school was 
started in vSt. Johns, New Bruns- 
wick, by Mr. |. Harvey Brown, 
father of a former pupil of the 
Halifax School, and it was doing 

well until in 1919, when the 
New Brunswick government took 
ovei the building for a military 
hospital. From that Province the 

deaf are sent to the Halifax School. 

Therefore Halifax has the only 
Kastetn deaf school. 

The oral and manual ( one hand 
alphabet and writing) system have 
been in force at the Halifax school 
for many years. The majority of 

the pupils learn the two-hand alpha- 
bet, either at their own homes or out 
of school. I learned it at home my- 
self, my sister always im> it while 
conversing with me, and my 
brother adopts the one hand alpha, 
habet. 'The chidren pick up si^ns 
too out of school hours. Sign
